He said that

one ward in the city of Milwaukee hav- 
ing a population of 64,000 had two rep- 
resentatives on the county board, 
while the village of South Milwau- 
kee, with 10,000 population, had four 
members on the board. The change to 
the assembly district basis had given 
the city its proper ratio of represen- 
tation, he said.

The American factory eheese, the 


Bo-called American cream cheese of 
the English cheddar-ytype, is the most 
commonly uwed of all commercial va- 
rieties In the United States. 
It Is 


made from sweet cows' milk, which 
may be skimmed, partly skimmed,' or 
unskimmed. If made from unskimmed 
milk, the 
cheese is 
called 
"full 


cream"; if the cream is removed. It 
is designated as "part skift" or 
"skim," as tho caae may be. Many 
other kinds of cheese are of Course 
sold Jh this country, Swiss eheese 
and the different varieties of cream 
cheese being especially well liked. 


One of the best ways of keeping 


cheese which has been cut Is to wrap 
it in a slightly damp cloth— or paraf- 
fin paper may be used — and then In 
paper, and to keep It in a cool place. 
To dampen the cloth, sprinkle it and 
then wring It* until It seetns barely 
damp to tho touch. When cheese Is 
put in a covered dish, the air should 
never be wholly excluded, for if it Is 
the cheese molds more readily. 


In some markets it is possible to 


buy the small whole cheeses. These 
may be satisfactorily kept by cutting 
a slice from the top to serve as a 
cover, and removing the cheese as 
needed. It is possible to buy at the 
hardware store knobs which, inserted 
in the layer cut from the top, make 
It easy to handle. 


The customary use of highly flav- 


ored cheese as a condiment is to be 
recommended as a Simple way of add- 
ing to-be attractiveness of the diet. 
They should, however, accompany a 
Moderate rather than a very generous 
menu. 


Cheese may, however, be used as 


the chief protein-supplying dish of a 
meal, preferably for lunch or supper. 
Cheese, being rich in both protein and 
fat, logically replaces such foods as 
| meat, fish and eggs, when taken in 
quantity. 


Housekeepers would probably find 


that if in planning meats of which a 
cheese dish is the chief feature they 
were to take pains to supply also 
criap, watery vegetables; water ciess, 
celery, lettuce, or simple fruit salads, 
and would give preference to refresh- 
ing fruits, either fresh or cooked, 
rather than to what are known as 
heavy desserts, they would in the 
main be more successful in pleasing 
those they serve. 


Whether raw or cooked, cheese has 


a tendency to be somewhat soft, and 
so seems to call for the harder kinds 
'of bread, as crusty rolls, toast, crack- 
ers or some of the numerous crisp 
ready-to-eat cereal breakfast foods. 
Brittle cookies, too, seem more suit- 
able than soft cakes or puddings for 
dessert in such meals. 


Certain kinds of home-made cheese 


are very appetizing. 
Recipes for a 


few of these follow:

Sitting there on that fallen tree, 1 


was suddenly aroused by another rus- 
tle In the leaves. It was a spruce par- 
tridge. I had seen partridges many 
times before. 


J knew It woDld be easy to catch this 


bird. Tbe spruce partridge is tbe tam- 
est bird In tbe woods. It is easy to 
catch them. They seem so stupid that 
a man can nearly walk over tbeiii be- 
fore they take flight 


While 1 realized the cbances of going 


over and picking him up were remote. 
I knew of another almost sure way to 
get him. 1 made a gllpnoose ol cedar 
lining bark, attached this to-tbe end of 
a stick, and, cautiously approaching 
the tree on which tbe partridge was 
perched, 1 carefully held the noose oat 
in front» of him.

elde, but made no effort to fly away. 
His curiosity was aroused, and he be- 
gan to watch tbe noose intently.

On the other end of the arrow I put 


feathers from the blue heron. These 
feathers made tbe direction of tbe ar- 
row true. 


Altogether 1 got about ten birds cur- 


ing the experiment by means of tbe

1 Save mentioned the Jack: of salt 


several times already, but haven't gone 
Into details about Its not affecting me. 
I missed It and missed it greatly, but 
purely from a palatable standpoint 
The lack of it seemed to bave abso- 
lutely no effect upon my physical con- 
dition. I didn't really need it 
From 


what I observed 1 should say that tb« 
nse of salt is nothing more than a 
habit It is nsed. In my opinion, not 
because tbe system needs ft. bat be- 
cause it makes food taste better. 


Animals In thelt natural batmts are 


forced to go without salt Indefinitely. 
I believe their greediness when they 
do find it in tbe salt licks Is due to tbe

Tbe following day was Wednesday,

Iforest.

Rate In England. 


Deputy Consul Luther J. Parr, at 


Sheffield, England, makes a report on 
rats. The steel works and large stores 
in Sheffield are infested with rats, 
writes Mr. Parr, and many attempts 
have been made to exterminate them. 
In the work, however, little damage is 
done, and it is the rule occasionally 
to employ a professional rat catcher, 
•who captures about 100 rats a night, 
and is paid one dollar for a night's 
work. 
Such a calling is no doubt 


influenced by the fact that there is a 
ready sale to the sporting men for 
the rats caught, the rats being used in 
training dogs. 
Several exterminators 


are in use in Sheffield, al! more or less 
effective. 
An opportunity will short- 


ly occur in Sheffield to demonstrate 
tho value of American rat extermina- 
tors. What is known as the killing 
shambles and the fish and meat mar- 
ket, in the center of the city, are 
to be razed in accordance with the 
new city planning idea of the muni- 
cipal authorities. 
When this work 


is begun thousands of rats will be 
forced to seek other quarters. 
Arti- 


cles and letters in considerable num- 
ber have appeared in the Sheffield pa- 
pers recently urging that special ef- 
forts be made to exterminate the ver- 
min and not permit them to migrate. 


Mail Carriers' Hard Job. 


I" there is a point south of the Alas- 


kan boundary where the United States 
mail carriers have to contend with ad- 
verse weather conditions paralleling 
those of the Arctic regions, it is at 
Put-in-Bay, that famous island in Laka 
Erie where Perry won his victory a 
century pgo.
